MORE than 20 affordable 
homes are to be built in 
Morda after councillors 
heard that more than 100 
people had recently bid for a 
three bedroom rented house 
there. 

The estate on Weston 
Road next to the social club 
and football ground, will 
include semi-detached 
houses and bungalows. 

There had been fears 
about the application by the 
Severnside Housing Associ¬ 
ation include worries from 
the parish council that a 
footpath was needed. 

Councillors granted per¬ 
mission subject to building 
of a footpath into the vil¬ 
lage. 

Councillor Vince Hunt 
said it was a good project. 

“Six of these homes have 
just two bedrooms, some¬ 
thing more people will be 
looking for under the spare 
bedrooms changes to bene¬ 
fits,” he said. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said there was a need 
for affordable housing in the 
area. 

“There are 291 people on 
the housing register for the 
rural parish and when a 
three bedroom home 
became available recently it 
received bids from 100 fam¬ 
ilies.” 

Councillors agreed that 
Morda had enough facilities 
to support the new homes, 
including a thriving school, 
social club, pub and shop.

Mr Cadwallader said: “He 
will be sadly missed. Our 
thoughts are with his family 
and friends at this time.” 

Mr Eddyshaw, who was in 
his 50s, was suspended last 
year pending an investiga¬ 
tion. 


FEARS RAISED OVER 
MEGA DAIRY PUNS 


PLANS to build a 1,000-cow dairy farm at Leighton, near 
Welshpool, would ‘unacceptably’ change the setting of 
the historic Offa’s Dyke footpath and ruin views from the 
nearby Powis Castle, a public inquiry has heard. 

Farmer Fraser Jones wants to expand Lower Leighton Farm to include a 
‘mega dairy’ which would house 1,000 cattle next to Leighton Primary School. 

Local residents and animal welfare groups have voiced their anger at the plan, which 
includes three large buildings, a fodder storage unit, two slurry stores and a water stor¬ 
age tower, but Mr Jones says he has gone to great lengths to address concerns. 

At the public inquiry, which is taking place until the end of next week at Powys

County Council’s Neuadd Maldwyn build¬ 
ing in Severn Street, Welshpool, historic 
settlements expert and archaeologist 
Eileen Griffiths, said she concluded that 
the dairy farm would have a detrimental 
effect on the Offa’s Dyke path, which 
passes nearby, as well as the popular 
National Trust-owned Powis Castle estate. 

She said: “In my view the proposal 
would unacceptably change the setting of 
Offa’s Dyke and change the positive 
impact it has into a negative one. 

“The aesthetic impact and country val¬ 
ues of tranquillity would also be changed 
by this.” 

Villagers have previously said they fear 
that the dairy would be too close to their 
homes and the school. 

Objections have been raised about noise, 
smell, flies, pollution and traffic, the size 
of the development and its visual impact. 

Concerned 

A local action group, known as Calfe 
(Campaign Against Leighton Farm Expan¬ 
sion), was formed to oppose the dairy 
development. 

The scheme has also attracted criticism 
from the National Trust, which is con¬ 
cerned about the visual impact on Powis 
Castle. 

But Mr Jones has said he intends to 
plant trees to screen the dairy and said he 
had thought the application through to 
monitor flies, the smell and animal wel¬ 
fare. 

In November 2011, Powys County 
Council’s planning committee said it was 
minded to approve the dairy application 
subject to a report about ‘outstanding 
issues, even though it had been recom¬ 
mended for refusal. 

But the matter was discussed again last 
October after changes in the council’s con¬ 
stitution and committee membership. 

After it was rejected by the council the 
matter was called in by the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly.

The club has been flying 
from the field at Maesbury 
for several years after win¬ 
ning a planning battle with 
the now defunct Oswestry 
Borough Council. 

It currently uses a plan¬ 
ning law allowing members 
to fly on 28 days a year but 
had submitted an applica¬ 
tion asking Shropshire 
Council for permission to fly 
throughout the year. 

Council officers recom¬ 
mended the bid, which 
included provision of a toilet 
for members to use, should 
be given the go-ahead. 

But councillors refused 
permission at a planning 
meeting on Tuesday.

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Pub boss 
withdraws 
holiday 
home bid 

PLANS for a holiday home 
complex next to a pub and 
restaurant in Ruyton XI 
Towns were withdrawn at 
the 11th hour on Tuesday. 

After a debate at the 
Shropshire Council north 
planning committee, Coun¬ 
cillor Karen Calder received 
a note that the application 
was being withdrawn.

business.” 

But Councillor Arthur 
Walpole said taking away 
the land for the development 
could put the viability of the 
pub in jeopardy and Council¬ 
lor Vince Hunt said that this 
was overdevelopment.

The council’s ruling cabinet had proposed 
to slash community grants by 75 per cent 
and charge sixth formers for school trans¬ 
port, but, following objections, it will now 
cut community grants by 10 per cent - sav¬ 
ing £146,000 - and there will be further dis¬ 
cussions before a decision is made about 
school transport for sixth formers 

Councillor David Jones, council leader 
and a member of the ruling Shire’s Inde¬ 
pendent Group, thanked the other political 
groups for their help in forming the budget. 

He said: “We met last week to discuss the 
budget and I recognise that I rely on them 
to get this budget through.” 

But while the budget was voted in by 
members, Councillor Kath Roberts-Jones, 
deputy leader of the Independent Alliance 
on the council, said she remained concerned 
about the cabinet’s ability to fulfil the 
budget pledges. 

Promises 

She said: “Following extensive discussion 
with opposition groups, changes have been 
made, including dropping the proposals to 
charge for post-16 school transport, and 
reducing cuts to community grants in the 
coming year to 10 per cent, rather than the 
75 per cent originally proposed. 

“Nevertheless, mindful that the council 
must meet legal deadlines for setting a 
budget, our members have taken the deci¬ 
sion not to hinder the passing of the budget 
today, but instead to hold the cabinet to 
account in the months to come to fulfil their 
promises.” 

Councillor John Morris, leader of the 
Welsh Liberal Democrat group on the coun¬ 
cil, said he thought a reduction in the num¬ 
ber of councillors from its current number 
of 73 should be considered to help cut 
between £500,000 and £1 million. 

He said: “With a substantial amount of 
job losses on the way, I think we need to 
look at the number of councillors that rep¬ 
resent Powys County Council.” 

The council currently has 5,000 full-time 
staff and revealed in January that it is fac¬ 
ing a £30 million reduction in its base 
budget over the next three years after 
receiving the lowest funding increase in 
Wales.

A spokesman for the school said: “The 
whole of Oswestry School Prep Department 
were involved in the walk. All the children 
thoroughly enjoyed the walk in the sun¬ 
shine looking at the crocuses in the park. 

“All the pupils managed to complete the 
four laps and it took them three quarters of 
an hour.” 

The pupils are now counting up the pen¬ 


nies to see how much they have raised. 
Stephen Thomas, chairman of Rotary Foun¬ 
dation Committee at Oswestry Rotary Club, 
said club has been involved with the project 
to eradicate polio internationally since 1985. 

When the Rotary Club of Oswestry joined 
the campaign there were 300,000 children 
worldwide suffering from polio by either 
dying or becoming disabled. Today there are 
289. 

Mr Thomas said: “We are hoping that 
there will be no more cases at all in the next 
couple of years. So far this year we have 
heard of only four cases worldwide. We are 
in the end game.” 


In 2010 the Rotary Club of Oswestry, in 
conjunction with Oswestry Town Council, 
arranged for representatives from 10 
schools to plant 5,000 crocus bulbs for the 
cause. The gesture was to help raise both 
cash and money for The Rotary Interna¬ 
tional in Great Britain and Ireland Thanks 
for Life anti-polio campaign. 

The flowers were purple to represent the 
fact that youngsters who had been given the 
vaccination were daubed on the finger with 
a purple mark so that they were not vacci¬ 
nated twice.

A public inquiry into plans to create a 
‘super dairy farm’ in Leighton, near Welsh¬ 
pool, that could house 1,000 cows, got 
underway this week and is expected to last 
up to eight days. 

There’s been fierce opposition to the 
plans for Lower Leighton Farm, with cam¬ 
paigners claiming that the ‘plan poses a 
health risk and environment problems. 
Welshpool Town Council opposes the plans 
as have the National Trust who said it cre¬ 
ates an eye sore for views from Powis Cas¬ 
tle. 

However, farmer Fraser Jones says he 
has addressed those concerns by modifying 
his plans which he says will rescue a strug¬ 
gling dairy industry. 

The plans were initially approved by 
Powys County Council before the Welsh 
Government called them in last year and 


announced a public inquiry. Powys has since 
changed its mind and also rejected the plans. 

Balancing the needs of the rural commu¬ 
nity against environmental issues has long 
been a major problem. Farmer Jones has 
identified a genuine need to expand to sur¬ 
vive but I fear he may be asked to think 
again as opposition floods in from all quar¬ 
ters.

Sisters amazed by sight 
of giant cat in hedgerow

SISTERS Lynda Smout and Elaine 
Phillips thought they were seeing 
things as they drove home along 
a country road at night. 

For as they drove along the St Martins to 
Ellesmere Road a huge, dark cat-like crea¬ 
ture suddenly leapt over a fence and into a 
field. 

Their amazement grew when they 
returned in the daylight to find enormous 
paw prints in the mud and a strange ‘lair’ 
like structure. 

And now an expert has backed up their 
sighting by examining photographs and 
declaring the pawprints to be much larger 
that those of a domestic cat. 

Tom Larkham from Shrewsbury, who was 
a cat keeper at Chester and Dudley zoos, 
says the prints are around the size of an 
exotic, jungle cat. 

Spotted 

And he says the animal could be a descen¬ 
ded of a jungle cat that he remembers being 
found in Shropshire in the 1980s. 

The animal was spotted by the two sisters 
as they returned to their homes after a trip 
to Crewe. 

Mrs Phillips, a teacher, said: “I was driv¬ 
ing from Ellesmere to St Martins when not 
far from St Martins Lynda shouted ‘What 
was that?’ She had seen eyes gleaming from 
the hedgerows then suddenly she said the 
animal just took off and leapt straight over 
the fence and into the field. 

“She was so adamant that the animal was 
too big to be an ordinary cat we returned in 
the day light. 

“Once we were in the field we actually 
couldn’t believe the size of the paw prints 
that we found and also the gait of the ani¬ 
mal. It must have had a stride of about three 
feet.” 

In the corner of the field there was also a 
strange lair type structure, made from the 
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The footprint spotted near St Martins.

stubble in the field. Fascinated by the size 
of the pawprints, captured on photographs, 
staff at the Shropshire Wildlife Trust for¬ 
warded them on to Mr Larkham. 

He is now a teacher at Coleham School in 
Shrewsbury, but gained a zoology degree 
and worked as a student zoo keeper at 
Chester Zoo with the large cats and then 
had a job with the big cats at Dudley Zoo. 

He stressed that the animal would not be 
a big cat like a panther. 

“The paw prints are smaller than that 
but certainly much larger than a domestic 
cat. It is either a gigantic domestic cat or 
something the size of an exotic pet such as 
a jungle cat. 

“People who keep these exotic cats may 
be embarrassed if they get out.” 


Mr Larkham said that he remembered 
when researching at university a story 
about a large jungle cat, found dead on the 
road in the Oswestry area in the 1980s. 

In February 1989 a jungle cat was found 
dead on the road near Richards Castle in 
South Shropshire while about 10 years ago 
a large cat was seen several times in the 
Oswestry and Gobowen area. 

“Who knows, perhaps that animal mated 
with local feral cats and this could be a 
descendant?” he added 

Mr Larkham said people need not worry 
about the cat being a danger to lambs and 
other animals. 

“The rabbit population may be a bit nerv¬ 
ous but animals of this size wouldn’t go for 
lambs.” 


Retired RSPCA inspector Barry Williams 
said that he remembered the find of the jun¬ 
gle cat killed on the road and also of a case 
on the Racecourse near Oswestry a decade 
ago. 

“A farmer contacted me about some 
lambs he found dead in his field. These 
lambs had not been savaged by dogs, they 
had been very skillfully killed by a wild ani¬ 
mal, something that dogs have lost the abil¬ 
ity to do.” 

“If there had been a large wild cat in the 
area at the time it could well have mated 
with a feral cat and this could be a descen¬ 
dant.” 

“Jungle cats are very lean animals and, 
unlike the domestic cat they do not have an 
‘M’ on their forehead.”

In the case of applications to the court for Contact, Residence or Parental Responsibility Orders, the Courts do in fact now require the application to include 
confirmation that mediation has been fully considered as a possible alternative to the court application, or as a means of arriving at an agreement which can 
form the basis of the court order. 


Family Mediation is a voluntary process so you and your ex-partner must both agree to enter into it. If you appoint a trained Mediator he or she will help you 
in a totally unbiased way to agree new arrangements concerning your children and will advise whether they fall into the range of settlements that the Court 
would otherwise order.

Migration 
figures are 
keeping the 
UK tabloids 
exercised 

IF there is one thing the 
British tabloid press (and of 
course Bob Wydell) get exer¬ 
cised with and enjoy exag¬ 
gerating as much as the EU, 
it’s immigration. 

It is used as a stick to 
attack our membership of 
the EU, which is blamed for 
any perceived or real 
increase in immigration. 

Rhetoric against immigra¬ 
tion and the EU alike has 
been rife recently and has 
been further inflamed as 
Bulgarian and Romanian 
citizens (whose countries 
joined in 2007) can access to 
the British labour market at 
the end of the year. 

But, as is often the case 
with Bob Wydell and tabloid 
obsessions, the facts are 
widely ignored. The charge 
against immigrants is ‘they’ 
are a burden on Britain’s 
welfare system. 

The facts seem to dis¬ 
agree. 

A study by Christian 
Dustman, from the UCL’s 
Centre for Research and 
Analysis of Migration, found 
that in the year to April 
2009 workers from Eastern 
Europe contributed £1.37 in 
taxes for every £1 of services 
they used. Native Britons on 
the other hand contributed 
80 pence for every pound of 
services they consumed. 

Considerable 

So, far from being a bur¬ 
den to our welfare system, 
immigrant workers make a 
considerable contribution. 

Boris Johnson noted 
recently that this attitude is 
‘making it difficult for uni¬ 
versities and the City to 
attract talent from abroad’. 

Nicola Dandridge, chief 
executive of Universities 
UK, went further saying, 
among other things, ‘the 
flurry of recent statements 
by senior ministers calling 
for a crackdown on “bogus 
students” had given the 
impression overseas stu¬ 
dents were no longer wel¬ 
come and was driving them 
towards countries like the 
US, Canada and Australia’. 

Immigration is neither a 
burden on our welfare sys¬ 
tem nor a threat to the 
domestic workforce. On the 
contrary, immigrants, who 
often take up jobs natives do 
not desire (the social care 
sector being a prime exam¬ 
ple) make a significant con¬ 
tribution to the economy. 

We should be celebrating 
the role they play in the UK.

Private sector is bleeding us dry 


WORK provided by the government 
and paid for by the taxpayer is, and 
always has been, wasteful and lacking 
efficient management. 

It is the reason why the Tories 
preach privatisation, conferring it with 
the merits of choice and better and 
cheaper service - it is nonsense! 

The Tories privatised our utilities 
which did, with the exception of 
water/sewage, provide us with choice 
but the service is no better and the 
costs have risen dramatically. 

Network Rail is a ‘not for dividend’

The word ‘cartel’ springs to mind 
when researching the prices of private 
gas and electricity providers. Private 
enterprise has captured the bulk of the 
rented property sector assisted by bil¬ 
lions in housing benefit at twice the 
level of that paid to council tenants. 

Eighty per cent of care homes are 
now in private, pricey, hands which put 
profit before people. Another private 
enterprise is PFI, Private Finance Ini¬ 


tiative, which is supposedly a public/ 
private partnership for capital invest¬ 
ment and private management. Many 
schools and hospitals built under this 
method are now in serious financial 
trouble owing many millions to PFIs. 

The press reported agencies charg¬ 
ing hospitals £1,600 per day for an 
agency nurse and £20,000 per week for 
a doctor. Our nationalised industries 
may not be perfect but it is the private 
sector which bleeds us dry.

AN ALCOHOLIC from Welshpool has been jailed after a court heard 
how she preyed on vulnerable elderly people, burgling the home of a 
wheelchair-bound 87-year-old and emptying her post office account 
and then stealing the purse of an 82-year old dementia suffer while 
pretending to comfort her. 

Catrina Thomas, 39, of Bron y Buckley, Welshpool, then denied the offences and blamed 
her own mother, who has since died, Mold Crown Court heard. 

Thomas was convicted by magistrates 
after pleading not guilty to burglary and 
fraud. She admitted stealing the purse. 

At Mold Crown Court last Thursday she 
was jailed for 18 months and the judge, Mr 
Recorder Philip Davies, made an indefinite 
restraining order banning her from 
approaching the theft victim. 

He said the order would offer some peace 
of mind to her victim. 

“These were mean and despicable 
offences against elderly and vulnerable 
women,” he said. 

Mr Philip Clemo, prosecuting, said that 
the burglary victim was an 87-year-old, 
wheelchair-bound woman. 

Thomas told police she had gone to the 
flat with her mother but denied being 
involved in either the burglary or the fraud. 

Mr Clemo said that the victim of the theft 
was a dementia sufferer who had got upset 
in the Welshpool One Stop Shop. Thomas 
had been in the shop and went to comfort 
her. But she stole the victim’s green purse 
- and later claimed to police that she 
thought it was her mother’s purse. 

Mrs Debra White, defending, said that 
her client still protested her innocence over 
the burglary and fraud. 

The defendant was an alcoholic and had 
been for many years. She had deteriorated 
to such an extent in 2011 that she had been 
close to death, drinking 10 cans of strong 
lager a day and unable to leave the house.

Rail link will help the economy 


A £9 MILLION proposal to 
reinstate Oswestry’s link to 
the national rail network will 
re-energise the area’s tourism 
and is a ‘must do’ project, it 
has been claimed. 

Volunteers from Cambrian Heritage 
Railways say similar projects in other 
towns bring in millions of pounds from 
tourists and have revealed work is 
being done now on securing a piece of 
legislation to allow passengers to travel 
from Oswestry to Gobowen station, 
which is on the national network. 

Roger Date, a trustee from the rail 
group, said re-opening the Oswestry to 
Gobowen link was the first phase of the 
organisation’s ambitious plans. 

He said that link alone would cost £3 
million while the second phase, re-

opening the line from Oswestry to 
Weston, would cost £1.2 million. 

The third phase - a link to Porthy- 
waen and Llynclys - would cost £2.8 
million, while a final part, opening a 
link to Blodwell, would cost £2 million. 

Mr Date said opening the Gobowen 
link would allow Oswestry to once 
have direct rail access to the national 
network for the first time since 1966. 

He said opening a link to Weston 
would allow people to visit the Stone- 
house Brewery and its visitor centre, 
and joining the line to Llynclys would 
allow visits to the Llanymynech Her¬ 
itage Area, while Blodwell would ink to 
Offa’s Dyke and the Tanat Valley Light 
Railway. 


Mr Date said the next key step 
would be to secure a transport works 
order, allowing passengers to use the 
line. 

He added that the line in Ffestiniog 
brought in £9 million of tourism spend¬ 
ing every year and created more than 
300 jobs. 

He said: “Heritage railways have 
been highly successful tourist attrac¬ 
tions. A railway from Gobowen to 
Oswestry is a must do.” 

Mr Date said once the transport 
works order was secured, the group 
could start work on securing funding, 
and be contacting organisations such 
as the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

He said the group hoped to have the 
transport works order approved by 
August 2013, with building starting in 
2015 and completed by April 2017.

New consultation 
on £lm bonanza 


A SECOND round of public 
consultation is to be held to 
help decide how a £1 million 
lottery bonanza should be 
spent to improve three vil¬ 
lages around Oswestry.

Hospital 
pledge on 
standard 
of nursing 

BOSSES at Oswestry’s 
orthopaedic hospital say 
they are confident no imme¬ 
diate action needs to be 
taken within the organisa¬ 
tion in the wake of the 
Stafford Hospital care 
inquiry. 

But members of Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital’s trust 
board have been encouraged 
to keep their ‘eyes and ears’ 
open to identify any lapses 
in nursing treatment to 
ensure its excellent care con¬ 
tinues. 

A report on the findings of 
the Francis Report, which 
investigated poor nursing 
care and the deaths of hun¬ 
dreds of patients at Stafford 
Hospital, was presented to 
the orthopaedic trust board 
yesterday. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, 
the trust board’s chief exec¬ 
utive, said the Gobowen- 
based hospital was already 
providing the high level of 
care recommended by the 
Francis Report. 

Mrs Farrington Chadd 
said that various meetings 
had been organised in the 
wake of the Francis Report 
and added: “We are watch¬ 
ing with interest but there is 
nothing immediate I think 
we need to do.” 

Trust board chairman 
Russell Hardy said: “You can 
have the best governance 
arrangements in place but 
unless you have your eyes 
and ears open in any institu¬ 
tion you can miss stuff.” 


Museum has 
6,000 visitors

MORE than 6,000 people have visited Oswestry town museum, vol¬ 
unteers revealed this week. 


The museum, based on the top floor of The Guildhall on Bailey Head, was officially 
opened in March 2012 by the then-town Mayor Cynthia Hawksley. 

It started with four volunteers but today it has 12. 

A recent tally of visitors has shown that 6,300 people have had a look around, with some 
even bringing along their own historical items to be displayed. 


Mark Hignett, from the museum, said: “ 

Family is key to 
heart campaign 

THE influence of family and friends will be 
key to the success of a campaign against 
heart disease, it has been claimed. 

Everyone in the county aged 40 to 74 will 
be getting an invitation from their GP prac¬ 
tice to take a NHS Health Check to identify 
those at risk of cardiovascular disease. 

Stephen Roberts, programme lead for the 
campaign, said people will have their blood 
pressure, body mass index and blood tested 
during the 20-minute checks and their GP 
will calculate their ‘risk score’ - the proba¬ 
bility of them having heart problems. 

Mr Roberts said: “Health checks can save 
lives and when people are invited to a 
health check we would invite their families 
to encourage them to attend. 

“We have found that when they are 
asked, people are more likely to take advice 
from family and friends than listen to the 
letter from the doctor.” He made the com¬ 
ments at a meeting of Gobowen, Selattyn 
and Weston Rhyn LJC last Tuesday. 


We knew people would be interested in the 
museum but we didn’t realise the amount 
of interest. 

“Things have gone better than we 
thought over the last 12 months. 

“We had our own hopes for it but it is bet¬ 
ter than we thought and the feedback has 
been great. 

“From having just four volunteers we 
have now got 12 regular volunteers. 

“We are very grateful for all the support 
from the town council has given us. With¬ 
out the town council we would have gone 
ahead with the museum but it would not 
have gone ahead the way it has. It has given 
us a more professional setting.” 

Mr Hignett said they there were no for¬ 
mal celebrations because volunteers have 
been working on a number of projects 
including creating a memorial to those who 
fought in the wars of the 1800s. 

Mr Hignett said there had been talk of 
developing a museum in the town for sev¬ 
eral years but for a variety of reasons noth¬ 
ing had ever came to fruition. 

In the first week of the museum opening 
last March there were 400 visitors. 

The museum was officially opened with 
a ribbon cutting ceremony in front of about 
80 guests. It is open on Wednesdays and Fri¬ 
days from 10am until 4pm and Saturdays 
from 10am until 3.30pm.

mo historic villages 
are open for business 


THE historic villages of Cefn 
Mawr and Rhosymedre near 
Wrexham are open for business. 

The perception that village life is fading 
away in the area couldn’t be further from 
the truth with nearly 100 businesses operat¬ 
ing, ranging from retailers, trades and serv¬ 
ices. 

Many have benefited from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund initiative (THI). This makes 
grants that help communities to regenerate 
the historic parts of their towns and cities. 

Homes too have benefitted from the 
scheme with several properties being com¬ 
pletely refurbished under the initiative. 

Restoration of key buildings has taken 
place in the conservation area, in order to 
restore the historic environment, reverse 
adverse effects on Cefn Mawr’s commercial 
centre and improve the area’s prospects as a 
place to live, work and visit. 

Repair of key buildings, features and shop 
fronts to encourage and incentivise invest¬ 
ment in more than just the basic repairs to 
properties is also well under way. 

The local development trust has found 
sustainable uses for some of the key vacant 
properties in the area. 

This project involved complete refurbish¬ 
ment of a former furniture showroom to cre¬ 
ate three residential units while retaining 
ground floor retail premises including the 
restoration of the historic shop front. 

Conversion of the redundant Ebenezer 
Chapel and development of a public square 
in front has created a new focal point for 
events in the centre of village. 

The chapel is now run by the local com¬ 
munity through the Dee Valley Community 
Partnership and the atrium of the chapel 
provides a new home for the Cefn Mawr and 
District Heritage Group. 

World Heritage Site (WHS) status for the 
adjacent Pontcysyllte Aqueduct and canal 
has encouraged a coordinated approach to 
the management of heritage in the area. 
The Cefn Mawr area is on the up.

Physiotherapist inspired to 
try and help others in need

HILARY Harness decided she wanted to be a physiotherapist when 
she was just 14 years old. 

After many years in the health service she has now branched out and runs her own pri¬ 
vate practice, The Annandale Physiotherapy Clinic in Willow Street, Oswestry. 

She lived and was educated in Bath before going to Sheffield City Polytechnic, now Hal- 
lam University, to study a Polytechnic Associateship in physiotherapy from 1977-1980. 

She said: “When I was 14 I went on a paddle steamer where there was a group of hand¬ 
icapped children on board. I thought to myself ‘wouldn’t it be wonderful to help someone 
like that.’ So it was a matter of getting my head down and trying to get the proper quali¬ 
fications to get into the training.” 

Before heading off to higher education 
she decided to take a year out and work in 
the caring profession. She did this to see if 
she could cope with the physical and mental 
side of it. 

“I did work as a care assistant at a nurs¬ 
ing home and worked as a nanny,” she said. 

“And I thought ‘yes, I can do this’.” 

So she went to Sheffield and she studied 
Anatomy and Physiology - how the body 
works - and healing processes. 

While at the Polytechnic she met her hus¬ 
band who now works at The Orthopaedic 
Hospital in Gobowen. 

After passing the course her first job was 
at the Yeovil District Hospital as a Rota¬ 
tional Physiotherapist in 1980. A year later 
she was elected to the position of public rela¬ 
tion officer and then from 1984 until 1986 
she became the senior physiotherapist in 
outpatients and hydrotherapy. The post saw 
her develop an interest in spinal disorders 
and leg ulcers and so she began lecturing to 
physiotherapy staff on treatment tech¬ 
niques. In 1984 she set up a leg ulcer clinic. 

Bur when her husband was given a pro¬ 
motion in late 1986 she moved to Shrop¬ 
shire. Here she worked at the orthopaedic 
geriatric unit treating stroke patients until 
she left for the birth of her daughter. 

In 1991 she opened the Annandale Clinic, 


to open my own clinic,” she said. “I always 
wanted to do it. It took about five years for 
the business to start to flourish.” 

“The building where I practiced for 21 
years was for sale and I had the opportunity 
to move premises, so I thought it was the 
time to do it. By then the children had both 
left home and university and have their own 
jobs. I thought if I was going to do it now 
was the best time. 

“I find it a rewarding job,” she said. “It is 
fantastic to be able to make people’s lives 
better.” 

Hilary likes to help youngsters achieve 
their ambitions of becoming a physiothera¬ 
pist by taking them for work experience. 

She offers a warning: “Some people think 
it is a glamorous job. Some do get to work 
with Manchester United football team but 
most of us are not doing that. 

“It is not glamorous and some patients 
you deal with are sometimes less hygienic 
than others.Whatever the job entails it is

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Plea for 
details on 
plans for 
20 homes 

COUNCILLORS have called 
for more information on 
plans to build 20 new homes 
on the site of a notorious 
flats complex in Oswestry. 

The scheme, to demolish 
the three blocks of three 
storey flats in Swan Lane is 
part of an initiative by 
Shropshire Council to build 
62 new homes in the county. 

Another eight are 
expected to be built on the 
site of council garages in 
Gatacre Avenue and Sefton 
Place in the town. 

At a meeting at the Guild¬ 
hall town councillors 
expressed concern that some 
of the 26 garages were still 
being used by tenants. 

Consultation meetings 
are likely to be held in the 
town over the coming weeks 
to give more information 
about the scheme. 

And Oswestry town coun¬ 
cil is also to invite officers 
from Shropshire to outline 
the plans at a future meet¬ 
ing. 

Residents of the 48-home 
Swan Lane flats have been 
moved out over the past two 
years after Shropshire 
Council admitted that there 
was a high turnover of ten¬ 
ants and a history of sub¬ 
stance misuse associated 
with the site. 

At the development and 
planning committee chair¬ 
man Councillor Peter Cher- 
rington said: “We need to 
know more details about all 
three of these schemes.” 


Memories of much-loved man

The death notice in the Wellington 
Journal & Shrewsbury News for 
December 16,1933, of Archie Higgins. 


In this final part of the reminis¬ 
cences of 87-year-old Miss Beryl Hig¬ 
gins of Oswestry, whose father 
Archie Higgins founded the White 
Rose Garage in Smithfield Road in 
the town, she tells of his tragic early 
death in the 1930s and how the fam¬ 
ily kept the business going. 

T he charabancs were very 
popular and they all 
wanted to go in one that 
my father drove. 

They gave my mother a terrible 
time because they would come to 
book - she would deal with that - 
and the old ladies would get quite 
cross, all insisting on going with my 
father, because everybody loved 
him. He was such a lovely man. 

He would do anything to help any¬ 
body. Unfortunately he was not a mar¬ 
vellous businessman. 

People would come along, sometimes 
late at night, and say: “Archie, can you 
have look at my car?” 

He would say: “Of course I will.” 

He would take it up to the place they 
always took cars to test - the racecourse. 
He would then come back and would say 
what was wrong, roll up his sleeves, and 
put it right. They would say: “How 
much do I owe you?” and he would say: 
“Nothing. ” 

That infuriated my grandfather. 

We were the proud possessors of the 
telephone number ‘Oswestry 3’. 

My father was 42 (interestingly, the 
death notice in the Wellington Journal 
gives his age as 46) when he died in 
1933. He was converting one of these 


charabancs into a more modern version 
and cut himself badly. 

His view was: “It’s perfectly all right, 
Fll put a bandage on it.” He got blood 
poisoning. 

He didn’t go to hospital. He went out 
and bought a Meccano set for me. I love 
Meccano. We built a wonderful car or 
wagon together. He was ill for months, 
I suppose. 

In those days they hadn’t got wonder¬ 
ful drugs and things, although we did 
have a good doctor. My father wouldn’t 


go to the doctor. He died on December 
12,1933. My mother was devastated, so 
was I, and so were a lot of people. The 
funeral was huge. 

Grandfather took over the business, 
my mother joined in, and we had three 
very good mechanics. I don’t remember 
how long it ran, repairing cars and sell¬ 
ing cars. Eventually they sold it. Marks 
& Spencer is on the site now. 

• The story of the White Rose 
Garage and its charabancs has 
prompted John Powell, of Oswestry, to 


send us a photo from his collection. “I 
was interested in the picture and article 
about White Rose Garage. Attached is a 
picture of a similar charabanc, although 
it is not the same one - different 
wheels,” he says. 

“The story behind this picture is that 
my grandmother, Mrs Sarah Ann Pow¬ 
ell, was landlady at the Wynnstay Arms 
Hotel in Llansilin from about 1922, hav¬ 
ing moved from Birkenhead with her 
two sons, when she was widowed. 

“Among other things, she organised 


seaside trips to Rhyl and Llandudno for 
local people, including Oswestrians. 
This photograph shows the charabanc 
in Rhyl, outside the White Rose Motor 
Tours - similar name and maybe asso¬ 
ciated proprietors. 

“A close-up of the speed limit on the 
side of the vehicle shows ‘Speed 12mph’. 
As it is about 60 miles to the North 
Wales coast, it would take about five 
hours to get there and five hours back 
again. There would be little time to 
spend by the sea!”

Take a ringside seat to see a 
bout of March hare madness 


APPARENTLY we are entering spring¬ 
time, although no one seems to have 
told the Jet Stream. March sees us 
‘springing forward’ with both time and 
one can only hope, temperatures too. 

But spring is of course the busiest and arguably 
the most exciting time in the wildlife calendar and 
how better to kick proceedings off with a creature 
that is literally ‘springing forward’. 

Madness is usually a negative affliction but if 
you ever find yourself embodied as a male Brown 
Hare, there are few things that you do better than 
going mad. 

At least that is how us humans like to look at 
bouncing, springing and boxing hares at this time 
of the year. If you were a female Brown Hare, (a 
doe) you’d think of March not as mad, but mad¬ 
dening. 

People lucky enough to have hares grazing on 
the open fields behind their houses, will notice 
these strange collections of apparently agitated 
lagomorphs (‘lagomorphs’ as opposed to ‘rodents’) 
sitting around in small droves seemingly at peace 
with the world only for one to suddenly run over 
to another, rise on its hind quarters and start box¬ 
ing its neighbour. 

Rare sight 

These bouts are, as I’ve mentioned before, noth¬ 
ing to do with male supremacy as exhibited by 
other animals such as rutting stags and the like, 
but an attempt by the female to dissuade the 
advances of a male. No means no. 

The sight of a graceful brown hare bounding 
across the fields not only symbolises the British 
countryside but is also an increasingly rare sight. 
It is second only to the water vole as the British 
mammal which has shown the greatest decline 
during the past century. 

But why so? Hares enjoy wide open spaces and 
if they are to be seen anywhere, then bare agricul¬ 
tural fields seem to be one’s best bet of spotting 



them. However there too lies the answer to the 
hare’s demise. 

Hares do not hibernate or store large amounts 
of fat in their bodies and so need a constant food 
supply throughout the year. This can only be pro¬ 
vided by landscapes rich in biodiversity. The inten¬ 
sification of farming in Britain has reduced this 
biodiversity, lessening the brown hare’s food sup¬ 
ply- 

The removal of miles of hedgerows has also 
reduced vital cover. In addition to these changes 
in the agricultural landscape, an increase in the 
number of predators such as foxes, has not helped 
the hare’s prospects. 

Indeed not only are they a rare sight, but if you 
are fortunate enough to see one, your sighting 
may well be a brown blur streaking across the 
landscape. Hares rely on running fast to put dis¬ 
tance between themselves and danger. 

Their supple bodies, agility, long tendons and 
huge back legs all conspire against the hare’s ene¬ 
mies and may give them the crown of the fastest 
land mammal in the UK. Their top speed of 
almost 40mph may not seem that fast but trust 
me, it’s fast enough to make them rather frustrat¬ 
ing to view. 

No, if you, like me are interested in seeing our 
Shropshire Brown Hares, by far the best way of 
doing so is by stealthily taking your ringside seat 
at one of their mad, March bouts.

TOYOTA will later this month unveil 
a new Land Cruiser with the promise 
of more comfort, luxury and better 
off-road performance. 

Those are big promises when you consider 
just how good the current model is. 

I’d waited a long time to get behind the wheel 
of this giant from Toyota and picked a great 
week of heavy snow followed by the floods 
which blocked the roads of Shropshire and Mid 
Wales to most vehicles - not the Land Cruiser. 

This monster was meant to tackle the worst 
off-road conditions and all that the elements can 
throw its way. 

Refinement 

Some rivals claim to match executive saloons 
for refinement, but the Land Cruiser never hides 
its origins and needs revving hard to get what 
you want. But once you reach cruising speed its 
smooth enough. 

In the cabin the Toyota lacks the refinements 
of some rivals but this is a no-nonsense vehicle, 
built to withstand the most severe conditions. 

Seating is comfortable and the high position 
means you see lots of things that you can’t from 
most vehicles. The controls are straightforward 
and everything is positioned just where you 
would expect it to be, meaning the driver is soon 
at home.

There are the seven airbags to keep you safe, 
including one for the driver’s knees, active front 
head restraints and stability control system.

The Land Cruiser is not cheap to run either 
with C02 emissions of 213g/km and falls into 
insurance group 38E, which means you are 
going to need deep pockets to keep it on the 
road. 

It took me so long to get to meet the Land 
Cruiser, now I can’t wait for the new model to hit 
the road.

Japanese marque confirms 
plans for a ‘special’ GT86 


Renewal of Vauxhall’s power- 
train portfolio is at full throttle, 
says an award-winning deal¬ 
ership. 

Nigel Williams, managing director of 
Arthurs of Oswestry and Newtown, said 
Vauxhall’s new family of state-of-the-art, 
four-cylinder, 1.6-litre diesel engines will 
set benchmarks for refinement, per¬ 
formance and environmental compati¬ 
bility. 

The 1.6-litre CDTI ECOTEC diesels 
will replace existing 1.7-litre engines 
and certain lower powered versions of 
the 2.0-litre range. 

He said the new 1.6 CDTI ECOTEC 
was the first diesel from Vauxhall to 
comply with future Euro 6 emissions 
requirements. The engine will be avail¬ 
able in a variety of power outputs 
across several car lines, said Nigel. 

Targets 

Class leading NVH (Noise, Vibration 
and Harshness), high power/torque 
density and low fuel consumption were 
the main development targets. Initially, 
maximum power and torque have been 
increased to 136PS and 320Nm respec¬ 
tively, while fuel consumption has been 
reduced by up to 10 per cent. 

He said that by the end of next year 
Vauxhall will have launched three all- 
new generations of petrol and diesel 
engines as part of its roll-out of 23 new 
models and13 new powertrains by 
2016. 

The new 1.6-litre diesel and its inno¬ 
vative engine control unit, said Nigel, 


had been developed in-house by a 
global team of engineers. Beginning in 
the spring, the 1.6 CDTI ECOTEC will 


be manufactured at the same ‘flex plant’ 
in Szentgotthard, Hungary, as the new 
1.6-litre petrol engine. 


An official Toyota Racing 
Development (TRD) version 
of the much-admired GT86 
sports coupe has been con¬ 
firmed by the Japanese firm. 

Just 250 examples of the striking new 
UK-specific model will be built, focusing 
on styling improvements to create a lim¬ 
ited-run halo model. 


Among the upgrades are new 18in 
alloy wheels, deeper front and side 
skirts, a rear bumper spoiler and a rear 
diffuser flanked by a quad-exit ‘fast- 
response’ exhaust system. 

TRD-branded details complete the 
package. 

According to Toyota, “the focus is on 
sports styling, but not at the cost of the 
GT86’s essential performance and han¬ 
dling character.” 


Although Toyota claims no perform¬ 
ance change, the GT86 TRD records 
slightly worse fuel economy than the 
standard car. Combined fuel economy 
is down from 36.2mpg to 34.9mpg, with 
emissions up from 181g/km to 
192g/km. 

This moves the GT86 TRD up by one 
road tax band, adding £135 in the first 
year, followed by £35 extra per year 
after.

New touring machine that 
has hallmark off a winner 



The Honda FR 1200S is a touring sports machine with stylish lines and a huge power output. The on-the-road price is £12,325

Over more years than I care to 
remember I have been an owner of 
various Honda motorcycles - my 
motorcycling adventure started with a 
diminutive Honda 90. 

I then progressed through various derivatives, 
bigger in size, up to my present Honda the ubiqui¬ 
tous 1 lOOcc Pan European, a motorcycle that for 
me does everything that I could ever wish for. 

I recently had the opportunity to try out the latest 
2013 Honda VFR 1200S for a short period of time 
in dismal, wet conditions. Not conditions con¬ 
ducive to enjoy motorcycling, but the VFR 1200S 
is badged as a touring sports machine, so should 
be suitable to ride in any of the conditions. And 
with its fairing and screen, it gives you a degree of 
protection from the elements. 

The VFR range has been refined over the years 
and Honda without doubt has set the benchmark 
with this V4-configured engine which sees it in var¬ 
ious capacity sizes. The latest, at 1237cc, really is 
the ultimate in design. It has a huge power output, 
variously claimed between 160 and 170bhp. The 
0-60 time puts exotic sports cars to shame. 

The VFR 1200 is no shrinking violet; it is a rea¬ 
sonably heavy motorcycle so it does need a pow¬ 
erful engine to move it along. 

Honda has given it a fuel tank with a capacity of 
19 litres which isn’t really on the huge side when 
you consider that this is being promoted as a tour¬ 
ing bike. With a claimed 41,8mpg fuel consump¬ 
tion it does not have a big range. My fuel 
consumption was only about 30mpg. It is quite 
possible that the range from full to panic for a petrol 


station could be as low as 100 to 120 miles per 
tank and this gets a minus mark from me. 

The initial riding dynamics were to me a little bit 
of a culture shock. I am used to the sit-up-and-beg 
comfortable style of the Pan European, but one of 
my first surprises was the height of the seat, at 
815mm it is not a bike for those short in the inside 
leg. I also felt that my weight was falling too much 
on my hands. However a friend of mine suggested 
that my riding position needed to be tweaked and 
a far more comfortable position was held. 

I would have liked a higher screen on the bike, 
as I found a degree of buffeting which was associ¬ 


ated with the lowish screen, but it did its job and 
took away the rain and the nasty elements. 

The gearbox is six-speed, and once you are on 
the move the clutch could almost be ignored, 
clutchless changes both up and down the box 
were done without any degree of cruelty or lack of 
machine sympathy. 

Once on the roll the fly-by-wire fuel injection sys¬ 
tem is almost linear like.similarto switching a motor 
on and off, the power is awesome and you have 
to keep a watch on the speedo to ensure you do 
not reach excessive speeds. Even in built up areas 
in second gear it is so easy to get caught out. 


I am not one of those testers who insist on riding 
round and round islands to see if I can possibly 
get my ancient knees on the ground. For me I want 
a motorcycle that is stable, that handles well, that 
brakes delightfully and the Honda achieved this. It 
had a linked brake system allied to a traction con¬ 
trol ABS system, and in the wet, greasy conditions 
encountered I had a feeling of total security. 

The bike is a heavy machine and you really do 
need to show it who is boss, but at all times it felt 
secure and steady. The Bridgestone tyres proved 
well up to the job. 

I found the V4 engine to be rougher than I am 


used to, I am told by other testers that this is an 
idiosyncrasy of this particular motorcycle and with 
a mere 2,000 on the clock will get smoother as the 
mileage increases. The power output itself was 
very smooth, but I could feel a grumbling sensation 
through the engine, although I am informed this is 
quite normal. 

I was a bit confused as to why I kept sounding 
the horn when trying to indicate until I realised that 
Honda have actually moved the horn and indicator 
switches. 

I didn’t have the opportunity to take a pillion on 
the back to make a comment concerning the 
change in handling but I would have liked to have 
seen a little bit more padding on the rear seat.. 

The finish on Hondas has always been first class 
and receives five stars from me, the VFR 1200 
keeps up those standards. You look at the depth 
of paint on the fairing and the quality of the alloy 
castings and fully appreciate that this is a Honda 
and quality is always paramount. 

One area that I was extremely disappointed with 
but it appears to be accepted, is that a motorcycle 
of this size, 267kg and there is no centre stand fit¬ 
ted. How do you do any maintenance or any 
decent cleaning or remove a wheel? I suppose you 
have to buy a paddock. 

Honda will continue to win friends with the new 
VFR but the competition is quite tough, you only 
have to look at the options from BMW with their 
brilliant K-Series 1300s, the Kawasaki ZZR and the 
Yamaha FJR to realise that the marketplace is hard 
but Honda have the badge, the kudos and the 
pedigree. 

The VFR 1200 is not cheap, the price on the 
road is £12,325, once again a surprise to me, and 
shows just out of touch I have become with mod¬ 
ern motorcycles.
